and other utilization of water re- 
sources. But he said flood con- 
trol must come first in the light 
of flood losses on the Missouri and 
Mississippi this year that may ex- 
ceed $500,000,000. 


The president noted that many 


of the necessary flood control pro- 
jects already have been author- 
ized by congress and added: 


6 Billions Available 


"What we need to do ft to take 


immediate advantage of the Mis- 
sissippi basin's authorizations to- 
taling 
almost 
$6,000,000,000— 


which the congress has already 
voted for flood control and related 
purposes. 


"Of this amount, from three and 


a half to four billion dollars is 
either directly or closely related 
to flood control. 


"Let us through the next ten 


years accelerate our program and 
put this money to work, together 
with such additional moneys as 
may be required and as our econ- 
omy from year to year shall per- 
mit. In that way we shall save 
ourselvse untold billions and pave 
the way for the wealth production 
that surely will flow from the in- 
tegrated development of our val- 
leys".

There seems to be a widespread 


impression that the new rent con- 
trol legislation provides for auto- 
matic rent increases of 15 per 
cent. This is not true, Clarence 
H. Gerecke, area rent representa- 
tive, said today. 


Rent controls are still in effect. 


You pay the same rent on July 1, 
1947, that you did in June . . . 
Unless both landlord and tenant 
have voluntarily signed a written 
lease which runs at least through 
.Dec. 31. 19-iS. The increase in rent 
allowed in such a lease can run 
up to 15 per cent 
Leases for 


smaller 
increases are 
perfectly 


legal. The lease must also provide 
the same semces, furniture and 
squipment which the tenant had 
before the new law went into ef- 
fect And a copy of it must be 
filed with the local rent control 
office within 15 days after exe- 
cution. Local rent 
offices will 


examine these leases carefully, 
and those containing nullifying 
termination 
or penalty 
clauses 


will not be accepted. 
Standard 


lease forms m use locally are gen- 
erally acceptable. 


A tenant who has been charged 


more than the ceiling rent may j 
sue m any federal or state court j 
within one year after violation 
for three times the overcharge 
plus costs. Tenants and landlords 
may obtain information from the 
rent office as to the rent ceiling 
for their home or apartment. 


^rotection against eviction is 


provided in tne law. A tenant can- 
not be evicted for refusing to sign 
a, lease. In general, the tenant who 
continues to pay his rent should 
have no fear of eviction.-. The i 
major difference is this: Before 
the pasage of the new law there 
was a waiting period of three to 
six months before tenants could 
"be evicted when a hquse was sold | 
Kow the time of eviction after 
sale is determined by local laws 
administered by local courts. For- 
merly, if any member of a land-

Economic Crisis 


(AP Foreign Affairs Analyst) 
The United States government 


has just issued its first official 
statement of 
policy 
governing 


Germany since the war, and takes 
the stand that a stable and pro- 
ductive Germany is necessary to 
make Europe orderly and pros- 
perous. 


This historic statement is in 


the form of a directive 
to the 


American occupation force in Ger- 
many. It instructs Lieut. Gen. Clay, 
American zone commander, to ex- 
ert every effort to achieve econ- 
omic unity with other zones, and 
says highest priority should be 
given to increased production of 
coal, food and export goods. 


The greatest importance must 


be attached to this declaration in 
view of the increasing gravity or 
the European economic crisis. It 
is a situation which is going to be 
worse before it can start to get 
better. To use the graphic warn- 
ing nf French Premier Ramadier: 
"The hour has come for Europe 
to organize or'die".

The United 
States 
directive 


lakes on particular significance in 
view of the approaching Anglo 
American conference 
in Wash- 


ington to discuss methods for in- 
creasing the all-important 
coal 


production of the Ruhr upon which 
economic recovery not only of 
Germany but of Europe depends 
so heavily. That 
conference 
is 


likely to pivot on a showdown be- 
tween the two countries over the 
British Socialist government's in- 
sistence on nationalization of the 
Ruhr coal mines. The United States 
has opposed this, and the other 
day proposed that nationalization 
be deferred for five years.

peach crop this year. Although it 
may be about a week late, both 
quantity and quality are expected 
to be high.

desserts, states Miss Grace Arm- 
strong, nutritionist, University of 
Illinois College of Agriculture. The 
health value of peaches is not to 
be overlooked, either, because at 
the peak of 'their ripeness 
they 


contain a fair amount of vitamin 
C. The yellow fleshed peaches are 
also a good source of vitamin A. 


One refreshing summer salad is 


made with halved peaches and cot- 
tage or cream cheese.

However, 
there are exceptions to this rule, 
Muss Edna Gray, clothing spec- 
ialist, University of Illinois Col- 
lego of Agriculture, points out. 


Those fruits 
which

enough tannin to be darkened and 
set by heat need to be treated 
promptly—but 
with 
cool water 


rather than hot These fruits ar 
fresh peach, pear, 
cherry am 


plum. The treatment consists o 
cool water and glycerine or coo 
water and a soaplcss shampoo 
Make certain, though, that 
th 


shampoo is soapless because soaj 
will set fruil stains. 


First step, sponge the 
Stan 


with cool water. Second, add a 
small amount of glycerine or soap- 
less shampoo and rub it lightK 
into the stain. Third, let stand foi 
several hours. Fourth, apply 
few drops of vinegar Fifth, aftet 
a few minutes have passed, nnse 
thoroughly with water. This same 
method is also good for tomato 
juice and catsup stains. 


Sometimes this cool treatment 


should be used for all fruit stains, 
whether among the group listec 
above or not. This is particularly 
true when the fabric is one easily 
injured by hot .water—-such-as silk 
or wool.

biggest^ problem in summer pest 
control from now until harvest 
later in the summer and early fall, 
according to Dwiglit Powell, horti- 
culture department. University of 
Illinois College of Agriculture. 


Peaches that have been injured 


by insects, such as the cuiculio. 
are very susceptible to the brown 
rot organism" 
Cuiculio 
control 


should have been started as soon 
as the shucks split off the young 
peaches, 
Powell 
said, 
and 
if 


growers haven't attempted to con- 
trol this pest, then the brown rot 
problem will be greatly increased. 


The University spray specialist 


recommends that 
growers 
who 


want to control the disease use 
wettable sulphur, 6 pounds per 100 
gallons of water or 1 tablespoon 
per gallon of water, to spray peach 
and plum trees once a week from 
now until the fruit is ready to 
pick.

Logical Contradictions 


The official Soviet estimate of 


the Paris conference and the Mar- 
shall plan, as published by the 
Tass news agency, is a good ex- 
ample of the surface contradic- 
tions in Russia's foreign policy 
and political phHosophy. 


Russia wanted no co-ordinated 


economic planning by 
European 


countries in connection with Amer- 
ica aid. Russia argued 
against 


"interference." Each country, in 
the Soviet view, should total up 
its own needs and apply for Amer- 
ican aid—a plea for a handout 
rather than a plan for recovery. 


An over-all program would have 


upset various recovery plans ' al- 
ready under way, according 
to 


Moscow. Just how the sick coun- 
tries of Europe could recover m 
economic isolation Russia does not 
explain. But that is obviously what 
she wants. 


Russia also wanted to divide 


I 


>• on a victor-and-vanquish- 


ed ba^is. JThe principal wartime 
Allies should be taken care of 
first, then the lesser Allies", and 
finally, 
at 
some 
undetermined 


date, Germany. Europe's econo- 
mic problems do not seem to be 
parceled off quite that neatly. 


Likewise the Soviet government 


hints in its statement that Amer- 
ican aid might- mean 
American 


domination. 


Thus Russia 
again 
presented 


herself to the world not only as 
ultra-suspicious but ultra - na- 
tionalistic and isolationist^, the 
same attitude that has marked 
Russia's whole approach to the 
"United Nations. 


Yet the ^Russian government "is 


the Russian Communist 
Party. 


The latter is the nucleus of the 
world Communist Parly. It loud- 
ly proclaims itself the party of 
the world's workers. Its aim is 


i-t.globa] communism through world 


revolution. Nothing 
nationalistic 


or isolationist^ about that. 


The Russian government preach- 


es a gospel of untouchable sov- 
elgnty and 
HOii-interference 
by 
outsiders in a country's internal 
affairs. But while it is preaching, 
it indulges in the inconsistent prac- 
tice of imposing a communistic 
form of government on its un- 
willing neighbors. 


Yet alj this may be added up to 


a logical total. The basic Soviet 
intention seems to be to build up 
Russia for the present. 
It has 


swallowed up enough of its neigh-

This is the way our peo- 
ple have reasoned out what is 
behind the news you have been 
reading in daily dispatches since 
Russia made her ptediction come 
true that cooperative restoration 
and relief would divide Europe 
into east and west—by dividing 
her part of it from cooperation, 
arbitrarily: 


Russia's internal condition will 


not permit sustained military ac- 
tion. She needs for war the work- 
ability of western Europe to pro- 
duce economic -supplies. 
She al- 


so needs it for political and mili- 
tary protection. 
She could not 


start much with any chance of 
success until she nullifies its near- 
by opposition potential. 


The way our officials figure 


this thing which has come up on 
relief is that Russia does not in- 
tend to let any of her people be 
exposed to capitalistic benefits at 
any cost. The Kremlin has start- 
ed integrating her conquered ter- 
ritories. She has been foisting on 
them the past two months or 
more a series 
of 
criss-crossed 


trade treaties. 
Under these the 


Russian satellite nations agree in- 
dividually on trade 
with 
each 


other, but allow Russia to get 
what she wants first from all. 
Thus Russia is making quietly a 
completely meshed hegemony of 
conquered territory, 
them, except domination. When

was sent to Rumania, the Soviet 
press displayed the news as if 
Russia was in the relief business. 
Actually she cannot 
give any- 


thing 
worth 
mentioning.

resources can bring benefits, if 
ever. 
At present, she is impos- 


ing this policy by direct open po- 
litical force, as when she offici- 
ally imposed the decision ort Po- 
land and Czechoslovakia - to re- 


bors'for immediate nourishment. 
It has German slave labor and 
German skilled labor and German 
food. It has stripped German fac- 
tories. 


So Russian's 
ilTirnecliate recov- 


ery needs may be taken care of. 
If the European countries remain 
divided and grow weaker as Rus- 
sia grows stronger, that will prob- 
ably be all right with the Soviet 
government. They will be ready 
for one-by-one picking a.s were 
Yugoslavia, 
then Poland, then 


Hungary, then Bulgaria. 


But the Marshall plan threatens 


an interruption. It is not a plan 
to stop communism in a crisis, 
like the Truman Doctrine, but a 
plan to stop chaos arising from 
economic disruption. It is not a 
a move against Russia.

11-Nation Parley

Japan Treaty 


Washington^ July 16—(AP)— 


The United States has proposed 
an 11-nation conference to begin 
work on a Japanese peace treaty 
here Aug. 19 in a move based on 
complete abandonment of the big- 
pow^r treaty dictation which has 
been used for Germany and Aui- 
trla. 


American 
officials,

this today, said they are uncertain 
whether Russia will accept the 
proposal, which would have the 
effect of eliminating a big four 
or big five veto control over every 
provision going into the treaty. 


The proposal which went out 


only a few days ago and to which 
no replies have been received yet 
would not only take treaty-mak- 
ing out of the hands of four na- 
tions and turn it over to 11, but 
it also would establish <a two- 
thirds voting system among the 11 
so that even there no veto would 
be permitted.

Home Sewing

Darts add much to a garment

pressed correctly. But they detract 
sadly from it if they are poorly 
made. 


Darts vary in length, number

They may 
be placed at the shoulder, neck- 
line, underarm, waistline, hip or

The smaller th» 
amount of material to be removed 
by darts, the shorter they should 
be. This is a general rule which 
holds true in most cases. Usually. 
it is better not to take up more 
than lj/i inches of fabric in the 
width of a dart. 


Before basting, darts should be 


pinned their full length as they 
lie on a flat surface,

markings exactly matched. Then 
they should be basted from the 
pointed end to the wider.. 


Well-made darts taper gradually 


to a long, sharp point so that they

Reds Effect Rescue

New York •— There wasn't any 


Russian sphere in Pilsen the day 
we pulled in just before peace 
broke out. 


There weren' t 
any 
Russians 


there • at all — or beer 
either. 


Bombs had ruined 
the famous 


brewery as ^well as the 
Skoda 


works. 


We were going- through Czech- 


hoslovakia one way. and the Russ- 
kies were sweeping the Germans 
toward us from the other side like 
a piled up snowplow. 


In the capital 
at Prague 55 


miles away, the Czech patriots 
decided they had earned a crack 
at the Germans after seven years, 
so they began attacking the arm- 
ored 
columns 
they 
musceled 


through the streets. 


Fought With Shotguns 


"The Americans will get here 


in a few hours to help us", said 
the leaders, so all Prague pitched 
in against the Nazis. 


They tore up the streets with 


Incredibly close to 


V 


bare hands and made barriers with 
stones. They shot *t the German 
army tanks with shotguns, and 
threw bottles of gasoline. ^ 


It was one fight the Nazi SS 


column wasn't looking for. The 
panicky Germans wanted only to 
get through the city to -give up 
to the Americans and avoid cap- 
ture by the Russians. 


But they had to fight. 
They 


smashed one group of Czech pa- 
triots in the Prague city hall with 
tank fire that burned the centur- 
ies-old building 
to the 
ground. 


And they tied screaming women 
and children on their tanks so the 
Czech civilians would hold their 
sniping fire. 


Plead for TJ. S. Aid 


Helpless against the stronger 


German firepower, the Czech pa- 
triots sent delegations after dele- 
gation 
to Pilsen to urge 
the 


American Third army to hurry 
into Prague and save them. They 
piet a surprising answer: 


"We cannot move beyond Pil- 


sen". 


Under a high level allied agree- 


ment American forces were under 
unalterable orders to halt there 
and wait for the Russians to link 
up with them. This was to avoid 
any accidental collision between 
the two armies. 


The Czech liaison 
messengers 


pleaded with tear-filled eyes for 
help. Doughboys and tankmen of 
the American Second Infantry di- 
vision volunteered to form a res- 
cue expedition to Prague. Their

• Then Come Russians 


The leaders of the Prague up- 


rising — a gallant venture in it- 
self but completely unwanted by 
allied staj-tegLsts — must 
save

That was the dismal message 


that went back to the embattled 
capital from the American lines. 


The next morning Cy Peterman 


of the Philadelphia Inquirer and 
I set out in a jeep for Prague on 
the main road. We drove 55 miles 
past a solid mass of retreating 
fully armed German troops. It was 
one of the stupendous sights of 
the war. Not a German hindered 
us. 


The last Nazi_tanks were trundl- 


ing out of Prague as we entered. 
The city was wild with joy. Cheer- 
Ing Czechs danced 
around the 


bloody street barriers. 


They Recall Our Absence 


Bodies still lay in the streets 


and German collaborators 
were 


being fiercely beated by maddened 
civilians. 


Half an hour later as we stood 


at a downtown street intersection, 
the Soviet vanguard entered on 
motorcycles. A Russian lieuten- 
ant who never had seen an Amer- 
can uniform started to shoot us 
down, but Czeck civilians stopped 
iim. Then the Russian

Businessmen Feel 


Time Has Come to 


Revise Tax Levels 


State C. of C. Leader in 


Plea for Reductions 


In Washington

Washington, D. C., July 16 — 


Businessmen believe that the time 
has come for tax reform, James 
F. Stiles, Jr., of North Chicago, 
vice president-treasurer 
of Ab- 


bott Laboratories and president of 
the Illinois 
State 
Chamber of 


Commerce, today told the House 
Ways and Means committee on 
revenue revision. 


Appearing on behalf of the Na- 


tional 
Association 
of 
State 


Chamber of Comerce, of whose 
federal finance committee he is a 
member, Stiles called attention to 
a dilemma between tax needs and 
the ability to pay taxes. He rec- 
ognized the necessity of taxes to 
provide for carrying out govern- 
mental functions. 
But he also 


pointed out that high levels of 
taxation diminish taxing power 
through impairment of both con- 
sumption and production. Stiles 
then called for 
the 
following 


changes: 


1. Immediate reduction of the 


individual income tax as a first 
step. 


2. 
Lower corporate rates as 


fast as revenue requirements per- 
mit, even though this action is 
not so urgently needed as reduc- 
tion in individual tax rates. 


Reduction is Necessary 


"If private enterprise is to be 


sustained in the future,1' Stiles 
stated, "it must be given this 
kind of more favorable tax cli- 
mate now." 


Stiles warned 
the 
committee 


that high levels of taxation that 
were necessarily 
and 
cheerfully 


borne in wartime are economical- 
ly unsound in peacetime. 
"Nev- 


ertheless," he observed, "in this, 
the third postwar year, federal 
taxes remain practically at war- 
time levels. 
Fortunately, Con- 


gress has repealed the excess pro- 
fits tax and lowered somewhat 
the individual and corporate in- 
came taxes. 


"The only sound way to bring 


about a reduction in taxes is to 
reduce federal 
spending, 
the 


basic cause of taxes. The action 
taken by the present Congress in 
recognition of this fact is certain- 
ly in the right direction. . . . We 
recognize, however, that further 
opportunities remain for the cut- 
ting of federal spending without

Stiles also complimented the 


Ways and Means Committee for 
its forthright action in promptly 
reporting out another Individual 
income tax 
measure 
after the 


President's veto of H. R. 1. 


In the matter of individual in- 


come taxes, Stiles recommended 
lowering the rate rather 
than 


raising the exemption. He stated 
that any material increase in the 
amount of the exemption would 
excuse millions of persons from 
the payment of the tax. 
"These 


persons would tend to lose sight 
of the relationship between gov- 
ernmental spending and the bur- 
den of taxation. 
Moreover, a 


high federal budget cannot he 
balanced unless all persons able 
to pay some income tax fairly 
contribute their sharp." 


Recommends Amendment* 


Continuing his statement, Stiles 


next presented a series of recom- 
mended statutory amendments to 
the tax law: 


1. Make an early revision of the 


whole individual income tax struc- 
ture, and establish the maximum 
rate at fifty per cent. 


2. Alleviate the present double 


taxation of dividends by allowing 
a 
credit to 
individual 
income 


recipients at the starting rate of 
tax on individual incomes. 


3. Change the maximum effec- 


tive rate on long-term capital 
gams from the present figure of 
25 per cent to the starting rate 
on individual incomes Also allow 
the offset of eapital gains and 
losses against each other whether 
short or long term 
And allow 


deduction of capital losses on the 
same basis that capital gains are 
taxed, 


4. Continue to provide lower tax 


rates for smaller corporations and 
set the initial rate at 16 per cent 


5. Permit net operating losses to 


be carried forward seven years. 


6. Retain excise taxes so that 


they will continue to provide sub- 
stantial amounts of revenue. 


7. Establish a maximum rate of 


50 per cent for estate taxes to 
apply to estates in excess of $10

was suggested that this be done 
by permitting married couples to 
divide income for federal 
indi- 


vidual income tax purposes. 


In further support of his cen- 


tral theme that present, high rates 
of taxation deter invclsmcnt m 
p r i v a t e productive enterprise, 
Stiles closed his testimony before 
the Ways and Means Committee 
on Revenue Revision with specific 
figures illustrating the low rates 
of return received by a person in- 
vesting in private enterprise. This 
rate is so low in many cases that 
there is a considerable.
